The  University  of  Utah’s  bas- 
ketball team  will  be  unable  to 
participate  in  either  the  NCAA 
or  National  Invitational  Tourna- 
ments in  March,  it  was  d<*cided 
by  the  National  Collegiate  Ath- 
letic Association’s  Infractions 
committee  Thursday. 

Utah  was  plact'd  on  probation 
for  one  year  and  ruU^  ineli- 
gible for  the  basketball  cham- 
pion.ship  this  .season  on  charges 
that  Utah  found  part  time  em- 
ployment for  one  athlete  which 
gave  him  excess  income  and  in 
addition  providtHl  part-time  em- 
ployment for  another  in  which 
he  was  jiaid  for  work  not  done. 

The  University  was  also 
chargi'd  vyith  providing  free 
tran.s}K>rtation  for  an  athlete  in 
violation  of  NCAA  rules. 

Three  other  schools  bc.sides 
I’tah  were  slapped  lx*cause  of 
infractions  of  the  strict  college 
code.  Hardest  hit  was  New  Mex-

This  is  regretable  as  today  the  American  flag  leiiie- 
sents  more  than  a vari-colored  length  of  cloth  raised  in  t.ie 
air  to  flap  in  the  breeze. 

THUOl'GH  LKGiSLAl’l\'E  acts,  social  observance  and 
time  and  custom,  it  has  become  venerate<l  as  the  symbol  of 
our  nation.  In  its  stars  and  stripes,  all  the  noble  principles 
and  aspirations  for  which  many  Americans  have  foaght  and 
died  are  embodied.
